For Monimatch and Bruene type bridges, the loss is very low and you'll 
never notice it. But for resistor bridge meters, the loss is higher (6dB at 
1:1 SWR for a Wheatstone bridge with equal values per leg). 


Never the less, a resistor bridge can be a good choice for QRP. It keeps 
the impedance at the rig reasonable while you adjust the transmatch (useful 
for simple home-brew gear lacking SWR protection circuits). It can be 
sensitive enough to work well with low power rigs. It doubles as an 
attenuator to avoid receiver overload, or to turn QRP into QRPp--without 
putting another piece of gear in your pack. It reduces tune-up QRM by about 
an "S" unit. And, it's cheap and easy to make one for QRP power levels.

About six weeks ago, figuring it would be a fun and enlightening project, I 
set out to build a small lightweight 40-meter rig to use in Spartan Sprints. 
I spent some time deciding what to do, and settled on building an SST inside 
a Radio Shack 4-AA battery holder, which measures about 2-3/4" x 2-3/8" x 
3/4". It's about the smallest size enclosure I thought I could handle, it's 
pretty light and solidly built, and it has an on/off switch. Wanting to 
include a paddle, keyer, and 9-volt battery, I expected it to be a 
challenge, and it was. 


I decided Popsicle sticks would make the lightest paddle, so I designed one 
based loosely on the Poor Man's Paddle from July '99 QST. After building & 
mounting it, and deciding how to position the 9-volt NiMH battery, I saw 
that I didn't have a lot of room left for the circuitry, but that didn't 
bother me. I'd never seen anyone do it, but I had it in my head that I could 
use mostly surface-mount components to ugly-build the rig, which would 
require very little space. 


I purchased and built a surface-mount Super Tick keyer, placing it beside 
the paddle, then began building the SST. It didn't take long for me to 
discover however, that SMT components don't lend themselves well to ugly 
construction. Wanting to save weight and space, I used thin board material 
to build on, and it seemed every time I accidentally flexed the board, I'd 
hear a "pop", then I'd have to track down which capacitor or resistor I'd 
broken. After completing about a fourth of the radio, I gave up on using 
mostly SMT components, and just began using one here & there where strength 
wasn't an issue. That made it necessary to really pack the components 
together though, which made it easier to make errors, and harder to 
troubleshoot & do repairs. I had the rig basically finished a couple weeks 
ago, and since then seemed to have one problem after another, including 
several cracked chip components. Now though, I think I'm finally good to go. 
The rig puts out around 225mw and last night I put the keyer into beacon 
mode, and called CQ into a dummy load with ten second pauses between calls 
to see how the battery holds up. It transmitted solidly for 2-1/4 hours 
before dying, so it should easily do the job. Today, I had the rig weighed 
at the Post Office and along with earbuds, it weighs in at 4.3 ounces, or 
.27 pounds. Then tonight I called CQ and was answered by Jim, NOOR operating 
3 watts, for my first QSO, which was fun (over 4600 miles-per-watt) 


I had lots of fun building this rig, and now I hope to have lots of fun 
racking up some QSO's with it. I'm not much of a contester and didn't build 


it expecting to do anything great in the Spartan Sprints. I just built it 
for the fun of it, and it's been a fun and satisfying project.
